Thus the battle ebbed and flowed with 
terrific slaughter on both sides. 
The 
Federals fought with wonderful bravery 
and the Confederates clung to their 
ground with heroic courage as, hour 
after hour, they were mown down like 
grass. 
The fresh troops of McClellan 
literally tore into shreds the already 
ragged army of Lee, but the Confeder^ 
ates never gave back. 


I remember at one time they were 
surging up against us with fearful num- 
bers. I was occupying the left over by 
Hood, whose ammunition gave out. 
He 
retired to get a fresh supply. Soon after, 
the Federals moved up against us in 
gi;-eat masses. 


We were imder the crest of a hill, oc- 
cupying a position that ought to have 
been held by from four to six brigades. 
The only troops there were Cooke's regi- 
ment of North Carolina infantry, without 
a cartridge. 
As I rode along the line 
with my staflf, I saw two pieces of the 
Washington artillery (Miller's battery), 
but there were not enough men to man 
them. 
The gunners had been either 
killed or wounded. 
This was a fearful 
situation for the Confederate center. 
I 
put my staff-officers to the guns wliile I 
held their horses. It was easy to see 
that if the Federals broke through our 
line there, the Confederate army would 
be cut in two and probably destroyed, 
for we were already badly whipped and 
were only holding our ground by sheer 
force of desperation. 
Cooke sent me 
word that his anununition was out. 
I 
replied that he must hold his position as 
long as he had a man left. He responded 
that he would show his colors as long as 
there was a man alive to hold them up. 
We loaded up our little guns with can- 
ister and sent a rattle of hail into the 
Federals as they came up over the crest 
of the hiU. 


There was more business to the square 
inch in tliat little battery than in any I 
ever saw, and it shot harder and faster 
and with a sbrt of human energy as it 
seemed to realize that it was to hold the 
thousands of Federals at bay or the battle 
was lost. 
So warm was the reception we 
gave them that they dodged back be- 
hind the crest of the hill. 
We sought 
to make them believe we had many bat- 
teries before them instead of only two 
little gims. 
As the Federals would come 
up they would see the colors of the North 
Carolina regiment waving placidly, and 
then would receive a shower of canister. 
We made it lively while it lasted. 
In the 
meantime Gren.Chilton, Gen. Lee's chief 
of staff, made his way to me and asked, 
"Where are the troops you are holding 
your line with?" I pointed to my two 
pieces and to Cooke's regiment, and re- 
plied, "There they are; but that regiment 
hasn't a cartridge." 


Chilton's eyes popped as though they 
would come out of his head, he struck 
spurs to his horse and away he went to 
Gen. Lee. 
I suppose he made some re- 
markable report, although I did not see 
G«n. Lee again imtil night. 
After a 
little a shot came across the Federal front, 
ploughing the ground in a parallel line. 
Another and another, each nearer and 
nearer their line. This was from a bat- 
tery on D. H. Hill's line. 
This enfilade 
fire, so distressing to soldiers, soon beat 
back the attacking column.—Gen. Long- 
street in The Century. 


Remedy for Poisoning. 


A knowledge of what to do in case of 
many emergencies, certain to arise in 
famiJies, especially where there are chil- 
dren, is an important part of a woman's 
education. 
Hall's Journal of Health 
gives the followin^^ directions for acci- 
dental poisoning: If you have swallowed 
a poison, whether laudanum, arsenic, or 
other poisonous drug, put a teaspoonful 
of ground mustard in a glass of water, 
cold or warm, stir, and swallow quickly. 
Instantaneously 
the 
contents of the 
stomach will be thrown up, not allowing 
the poisonous substance time to be ab- 
sorbed and taken into the blood. 
As 
soon as vomiting ceases swallow the 
white of one or two eggs, for the pur- 
pose of antagonizing any small portion 
of the poison which may have been left 
behmd. 
Let the reader remember the 
principle, which is to get the poison out 
of you as. quickly as possible. 


There are other tilings which will also 
serve as a speedy emetic, but the ad- 
vantage of mustard is, it is always at 
hand, it acts instantaneously, without 
any other medicinal effects. The use of 
the white of an egg is that, although it 
does not nullify all poisons, it antago- 
nizes a larger nmnber than any other 
agent so readily attainable. 
But, having 
taken the mustard or egg, send for a 
physician; these are advised in order to 
save time, as the delay of twenty min- 
utes often causes death.—Medical Jour- 
nal.

RICH MEN OF EUROPE.

Enormous 
Wealth of the 
Rothchilds. , 


For many years the richest individual 


in all Russia was Herr Steiglitz. 
When 
he retired from affairs in 1860 he held 
property to the value of nearly 2,000,000 
pounds sterling. 
But the richest men 
in the land of the czars at the present 
time are the two Noble brothers. 
They 
are of Swiss origin. 
While traveling 
through interior Russia they saw thou- 
sands of acres of land aglow with the 
light of oil gas. 
They at once purchased 
entire districts of the apparently worth- 
less fields, sunk oil wells, and now con- 
trol more petroleum than any other con- 
cern in the world. Their wealth is really 
beyond calculation, though a correspond- 
ent thinks that 80,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing is not an extravagant estimate. 


It is to the Rothschilds, however, that 
belongs the honor of being richest among 
men. Then- united properties—and their 
properties must be considered as imited 
from rather peculiar family and business 
relations—pass even beyond the milUons. 
In the last twelve years they have loaned 
to certain European governments nearly 
90,000,000 pounds sterling. 
Their lordly 
power is shown in modem instances. In 
1866 the Prussian government demanded 
an indemnity of 5,000,000 poimds sterl- 
ing from the city of Frankfort, 
The 
head of the Rothschild house in that 
city sent word to Count Bismarck that 
if any attempt was made to force the 
levy he would break every bank in Ber- 
lin, and Bismarck was compelled to give 
way. The enormous wealth of the Roths- 
childs is doubly remarkable from the 
fact that the family was totally un- 
known a century ago. 
Inferior only to 
the Rothschilds are the Baring brothers, 
who have at "instantaneous command" 
60,000,000 poimds sterling. 
It is note- 
worthy that the Barings owe their com- 
mercial rise to an American, Mr. Will- 
iam Bingham, of Philadelphia, who many 
years ago had the house appointed the 
American agency in London. 


Among the richest of monarchs is the 
czar of Russia, who enjoys from his per- 
sonal estate an 
income of 2,000,000 
pounds sterling. 
The sultan of Tiu^key 
is allowed for the support of his court 
over 1,200,000 pounds sterling. 
In addi- 
tion to this he has a private income of 
1,000,000 pounds sterling. 
The emperor 
of Austria is granted a yearly allowance 
of 2,500,000 pounds sterling. 


There are several noblemen in Eng- 
land who have immense wealth at their 
command. 
The dukes of Buccleuch, 
Devonshire and Norfolk and the mar- 
quis of Bute have each of them rent rolls 
of 400,000 pounds sterUng per annnm. 
The duke of Portland, who died r&- 
cently, left unentailed property of over 
2,000,000 pounds sterling. 
The greater 
part of his palace was constructed un- 
der-ground. 
His banquet 
hall, ball- 
room, riding-school and a number of 
superb guest-rooms are veritable tunnels, 
decorated in a fashion so splendid as to 
seem, when described, like a story of the 
Magi. 


Richer even than any of these million- 
aires is the duke of Westminster, who 
undoubtedly has the largest income of 
any individual in the world. His fortune 
hes largely in the diametrically opposite 
regions of London known as the West 
End and Seven Dials. 
He owns acres 
upon acres of the most aristocratic do- 
main in London, and 
his 
tenements 
cover miles in the world. 
His income 
quite passes the limit of the credible, 
and is said by some to amount to 10 
pounds sterling 
a 
minute. — London 
Times,

They have no busineas 
taking violent evercise of any kind, and 
I don't know of any evil results follow- 
ing where the 
subject is active and 
strong. 
In fact, we frequently recom- 
mend bicycle riding as exercise, and in 
most cases the result is good.—Dr. J. F.

SneoMsfal BaUads Taj Men Not 
K n o w n 
to Famft or F o r t ^ e . 


' It would seem that by some strange 
fatality the writers of 
soiigs 


never do participate ior the occasiooally 
enormous profits derived by- publishers 
from their works. A newspaper para- 
graph wfent the rounds during Titiens' 
last tour in America, describing how 
Ciouch, the composer of Kathleen Ma- 
voumeen, came to the great artist and 
thanked her for the feeling and the skill 
with which she had sung his song at a 
concert in Baltimore, where he was then 
residing. He mentioned at the time that 
he had sold his composition long years 
before for 5 pound sterling. 
H. P. 
Danks, a very prolific song writer, dis- 
posed of his Silver Threads Among the 
Gold for f25. For a year he had failed 
to induce various publishers to take hold 
of it, and make some business arrange- 
ment with him. At last he found a 
printer who agreed to share the expenses 
of setting it up for one-half of the result- 
ing profits, if there were any. The ex- 
penses of printing a song is consider- 
able. The plates cost about $15, and copies 
of it may be turned out for something 
like two cents apiece. 


The supposed advantage of having 
a 
song published by a well-known pub- 
lisher is not so much that he bears the 
expense of publishing as that he has fa- 
cilities for circulating through the trade, 
and thus paving a way for its introduc- 
tion to the public. It is a supposed ad- 
vantage, if songs are introduced to the 
public by a man or woman on the stage, 
singing them, and not by a music clerk 
behind the coimter inducing seminary 
girls or yotmg collegians with musical 
tastes to purchase a copy here or there. 
However, Mr. Danks and his printer got 
the song up in shape for public sale, 
and did what they could to present it to 
the public attention. They made a lit- 
tle success the first year, but the impet- 
uous and creative spirit of Mr. Danks 
was not satisfied. It 
was going too 
slowly for hira, and he finally sold out 
to his partner for the amount mentioned 
above. "Silver 
Threads Among the 
Grold" steadily grew into popularity; it 
made its way to England, and in point 
of sale easily ranks with any song ever 
published. The share which Mr. Danks 
sold for $25 would have yielded him per- 
haps $5,000 in the two or three subse- 
quent years. J. P. Skelly, the composer 
of "My Pretty Red Rose" and many other 
successful songs 
whose 
sales 
have 
reached four and sometimes five figures, 
has never profited by those successes. 
He invariably sells his compositions 
to 
publishers outright, and is so prolific 
that he makes a living from this work. 
He sells songs all the way from $5 to $25 
apiece, and writes as many as half 
a 
dozen a week. From some of his com- 
positions the publishers never get any 
return; from others the returns are very 
large. Mr. Henry P. Work, who died in 
in 1885, and who was without any doubt 
the most successful among the writers of 
modem p )pular songs, is the exception 
which proves the rule illustrated above. 


"Mr. Work never sold a song to a 
music publisher for a fixed sum," re- 
cently said Willis Woodward, who knew 
Mr. Work intimately. "He was a printer 
by trade, and when he started in to write 
songs, as a pastime for leisure hours, he 
determined that he would never publish 
his works save on royalty. The result 
was that he died worth over $100,000, 
and his songs are still profitable to his 
heirs. 
'Babylon is Fallen' and 'March- 
ing through Georgia' were among his 
earher successes; 'Grandfather's Clock' 
among the latest. 
'Marching through 
Georgia' is considered a standard song, 
and sells to the extent of 8,000 or 9,000 
yearly. I shall never forget the first 
time I heard 'Grandfather's Clock.' 
I 
was then employed in a western music 
store. He came in and sang it to me. 
He was a veiy bad singer, and the sub- 
ject and its treatment were both so 
quaint, the movement of the melody so 
unusual, that I did not know what to 
think of it, or what to say about its prob- 
able success. My opinion of it wiis that 
the imitation of the clock movement 
was novel and attractive, but I did not 
venture to say anything further. The 
song was published, but it was a long 
time before it won its way to the popular 
ear, to say nothing of the popular heart. 
It was shown to minstrel singers, who 
threw it impatiently aside. 
Wambold 
declared that he would not sing such 
trash. In spite of everything, however, 
it made its way and became popular. 
Then Wambold did sing it, and especially 
advertised the fact. 
Among Work's 
other songs are : 'Father, Dear Father, 
Come Home with Me Now,' 'The Loss of 
the Lady Elgin,' 'The Fire Bells,'and 
'Drop the Pink Curtains.' Work tried a 
number of times to write successfully 
humorous songs, but failed every time." 
—Nashville American. 


How to "Write an Oration. 


The recent examples of college ora- 
tory in Minneapolis and St. Paul call to 
my mind the instructions of the late 
Professor Moses Marston, of the State 
university, to his class in regard to writ- 
ing orations. He said: "You might, in 
the first place, write an introduction— 
something pretty, rather flowery. Then 
write a peroration. Make it rather elo- 
quent, adorned with the figures of speech. 
Then briefly summarize the ideas which 
you have collected in regard to your 
subject, put them in plain, straitforward 
English, terse, brief and to the point. 
That is for the body of your oration. 
Then cut out the introduction and the 
peroration and recite the brief statement 
of the facts of the case and you will do 
yourselves credit."—Pioneer Press "List- 
ener."

' The way cameos are cut is this: Take 
fhis ovai for instance; it has a flat top 
and a flat bottom; the cameo-cutter t ^ e 
this stone and with his saw cuts away 
the white or light-colored top so as to 
leave a rough outline of a human head; 
this cutting may be done in two hours; 
then he puts in two days with a rough 
tool, making a little closer approach to 
the shape of the head, and when he gets 
down to the fine tools, it requires about 
two weeks to finish the portrait. 
The 
portrait is always in white, and for this 
purpose all the surrounding white is cut 
away, and a polished colored backgrotmd 
left. It is slow, tedious and careful 
work. Between now and Christmas I do 
not suppose we wotdd be able to fill more 
than eight or ten orders. 


This polished oval stone and the cush- 
ion shapes are cut into these designs at 
Idar-Oberstein, where there are mills 
along the little river on both sides as far 
as a man could walk in five hours, dur- 
ing which time he would pass a miU 
every ten minutes. The rough stone 
goes there from Brazil and is sold at 
auction. Sometimes a fortune is made 
in the purchase of one of these rough 
stones, and sometimes a fortune is lost, 
as the onyx, which is cut into pieces 
measuring from thirty to forty-five mil- 
limeters—one and one-quarter to about 
two inches—in length, sometimes turns 
out very badly. After the stone-is cut it 
is polished by men and boys, who lie in 
hammocks on their stomachs before big 
wheels which revolve with wonderful 
velocity. 
The cheap cameos sold in 
rings, and which are worth from $1 to 
$3 apiece, are cut in these mills by boys 
or men who have been trained to noth- 
ing else.—P. Sclunidt in Globe-Demo- 
•crat. 


The Prodnction of 
Silhouette 
Portrait*. 


Until Daguerre made his discovery, 
the wealthy had their miniature painted 
on ivory, but the cheaper portraiture in- 
vented by Silhouette was very common. 
Profile cutters, as they were called, were 
found in all cities and large towns, while 
others went about the coimtry from 
house to house, so that it was rare to 
find a sitting room in any decent house 
that did not boast of a framed silhouette, 
one looking to the right and the other to 
the left. 


There were different ways of arriving 
at the same result, but the work was 
chiefly done by cutting the profile out of 
white paper, which was backed by a 
piece of black silk or black paper neatly 
mounted. 
To insure success it was 
necessary to have a steady hand and a 
correct eye; with these qualities one 
could cut a likeness in a few seconds. 
There was also several mechanical con- 
trivances for producing silhouettes, one of 
which Sam Weller doubtless had in his 
mind's eye when, in inditing his valen- 
tine to Mary, he likened the growth of 
his love in its rapid operations to the 
"profeel machine," which "does finish a 
portrait and put the frame and gloss on 
complete, with a hook at the end to 
hang it up by, and all in two minutes 
and a quarter.—Boston Budget.

A DEAD TOWN. 


Andrews is Abandoned and Its 
Property is Practically 
Valueless. 


The correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer 
writes from Wabash: 
"The 
bottom has dropped completely out of 
the speculative boom enjoyed by An- 
drews, eleven miles east of this city, the 
division head-quarters of the Wabash 
road. Three years ago Col. Bobert An- 
drews, in honor of whom the town was 
named, assured the citizens that the di- 
vision headquarters and principal shops 
of the Ohio and Indiana division of the 
line .would be removed at once from 
Fort Wayne and Lafayette. 
In conse- 
quence the price of land rose to tower- 
ing prices, and a steady stream of stran- 
gers fiowed in, locating and making 
heavy purchases. 
A thirty-stall room 
house and a small blacksmith shop were 
erected, ten miles of sidings laid, and 
then there was a halt in the project. 
Notwithstanding repeated promises from 
the officials nothing further was done 
and the finishing blow was given the 
scheme when Colonel Andrews resigned. 
Beal estate has depreciated as rapidly as 
it rose, the population has decreased 
materially, and dozens of speculators are 
industriously engaged in holding the 
bag, as it is asserted by an official of the 
road in a position to know that there is 
no likelihood of the immense shops ever 
being removed from Port Wayne."

A Critical Movement for 
the 


Confederate Forces. 


Thus the battle obbed and flowed with 


terrific slaughter on both sides. The 
Federals fought with wonderful bravery 
and the Confederates clung to their 
ground with heroic courage as, hour 
after hour, they were mown down like 
grass. The fresh troops of McClellaa. 
literally tore into shreds the already 
ragged army of Lee, but the Confeder- 
ates never gave back. 


I remember at one time they were 


surging up against us with fearful num- 
bers. . I was occupying the left over by 
Hood, whose ammunition gave out. He 
retired to get a fresh supply. Soon after, 
tho Federals moved up against us in 
great masses, 


We were under the crest of a hill, oc- 


cupying a position that ought to have 
been held by from four to six brigades. 
The only troops there were Cooke's regi- 
ment of North Carolina infantry, without 
a cartridge. As I rode along tho lino 
with my staff, I saw two pieces of tho 
Wasliington artillery (Miller's battery), 
but there were not enough men to man 
them. The gunners had been either 
killed or wounded. This was a fearful 
situation for the Confederate center. I 
put my s'taiE-ofiicere to the guns while I 
held their horses. It was easy to see 
that If the Federals broke through our 
line there, the Confederate army would 
be cut in two aud probably destroyed, 
for we were already badly whipped and 
were only holding our ground by sheer 
force of desperation. Cooke sent me 
word that his ammunition was out. I 
replied that he must hold his po&tion as 
long JIB he had a man left. He responded 
that ho would show his colors as long as 
there was a man alive to hold them up. 
We loaded up our little guns with can- 
ister and sent a rattle of hail into the 
Federals as they came up over the crest 
of the hill. 


There was more business to the square 


inch in that little battery than in any I 
ever saw, and it shot harder and faster 
and with a sort of human, energy as it 
seemed to realize that it was to hold the 
thousands of Federals at bay or the battle 
was lost. So warm was the reception we 
gave them that they dodged back be- 
hind the crest of the hill. Wo sought 
to make thorn believe we had many bat- 
teries before them instead of only two 
little guns. As the Federals would come 
up they would see the colors of tho North 
Carolina regiment waving placidly, aud 
then would receive a shower of cauister. 
Wo mado itlively while it lasted. In the 
meantime Gen.Chilton, Gen. Leo's chief 
of staff, made his way to me and asked, 
"Where are the troops you are holding 
your lino with?" I pointed to my two 
pieces and to Cooke's regiment, and re- 
plied, "There they are; but that regiment 
hasn't a cartridge."

The Enormous 
Wealth of the 


Ilothchilds. 


For many years the richest individual 


hi all Kussia was Herr Stoiglitz. "\Vhon 
he retired fruni affairs in 18fiO lie held 
property to the value of nearly 2,000,000 
pounds sterling, But the richest men 
in the land of the czars at tlio present 
time are tho two Noble brothers. They 
are of Swiss origin. While traveling 
through interior Russia they saw thou- 
sands of acres of land aglow with the 
light of oil gas. They at onco purchased 
entire districts of the apparently worth- 
less fields, sunk oil wells, and now con- 
trol more petroleum than any other con- 
cern in the world. Their wealth is really 
beyond calculation, though a correspond- 
ent thinks that 80,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing is not an extravagant estimate. 


It is to the Rothschilds, however, that 


belongs the honor of being richest among 
men. Their united properties—and their 
properties must be considered as united 
from rather peculiar family and business 
relations—pass even beyond the millions, 
In the last twelve years they have loaned 
to certain European governments nearly 
90,000,000 pounds sterling. Their lordly 
power is shown in modern instances. In 
1866 the Prussian government demanded 
an indemnity of 5,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing from the city of Frankfort. 
The 


head of the Kothscluld house in that 
city sent word to Count Bismarck that 
if any attempt was made to force the 
levy he would break every bank in Ber- 
lin, and Bisuiarck was compelled to give 
way. The enormous wealth of the Koths- 
childs is doubly remarkable from the 
fact that the family was totally un- 
known a century ago. Inferior only to 
the Rothschilds are tho Baring brothers, 
•who have at "instantaneous command" 
60,000,000 pounds sterling. It is note- 
worthy thut the Barings owe their com- 
merced rise to an American, Mr. Will- 
iam Bingham, of Philadelphia, who many 
years ago had tho house appointed the 
American agency in London. 


Among the richest of monarchs is the 


czar of Russia, who enjoys from his per- 
sonal estate an 
income of 2,000,000 


pounds sterling. The sultan of Turkey 
is allowed for the support of his court 
over 1,200,000 pounds sterling. In addi-

POPULAR GEMS OF SONGS. 


Successful Ballads l>r Men Not Known 


to Faiub or Fortune. 


' It would seem that by somn strange 
fatality the writers of popular songs 
never do participate in tho occasionally 
enormous profits derived by publishers 
from their works. 
A newspaper para- 


graph went the rounds during Titiens' 
last tour in America, describing how 
Couch, the composer of Kathleen Sia- 
vourneen, came to the great artist and 
thanked her for the feeling and tho skill 
with which she had sung his song at a 
concert in Baltimore, where he wsis then, 
residing. He mentioned,at the timu that 
he had sold his composition long years 
before for 5 pound sterling. 
H. P, 


Danks, a very prolific song writer, dis- 
posed of his Silver Threads Among the 
Gold for $25. For a year lie hod failed 
to induce various publishers to take hold 
of it, and make some business arrange- 
ment with him. At last ho found a 
printer who agreed to share the expenses 
of setting it up for one-half of tho result- 
ing profits, if there woro any. Tho ex- 
penses of printing a song is consider- 
able. Thoplatcscostabout$lfi, and copies 
of it may bo turned out for something 
iiko two cents apioce. 


Tho supposed advantage of having a 


song published by a well-known pub- 
lisher is not so much that ho bears tho 
expense of publishing as that he has fa- 
cilities for circulating through tho trade, 
and thus paving a way for ita introduc- 
tion to the public. It is a supposed ad- 
vantage, if songs are introduced to tho 
public by a man or woman on the stage, 
smging them, and not by a music clerk 
behind the counter inducing seminary 
girls or young collegians with musical 
tastes to purchase a copy here or there. 
However, Mr. Danks and bis printer got 
the song up in shape for public sale, 
and did what thoy could to present it to 
the public attention. Thoy made a lit- 
tle success the first year, but tho impet- 
uous and creative spirit of Mr. Danks 
was not satisfied. It 
was going too 


slowly for him, and ho finally sold out 
to liis partner for tho amount mentioned 
above. "Silver 
Threads Among the 


Gold" steadily grow into popularity; it 
made its way to England, and. in point 
of ealo easily ranks with any song ever 
published. Tho share which Mr. Danks 
sold for $25 would have yielded him per- 
haps $5,000 in tho two or throe subse- 
quent years. J. P. Skclly, the composer 
of "My Pretty Red Rose" and many other 
successful songs 
whoso 
sales 
havo 


reached four and sometimes five figures, 
has never profited by * those successes. 
HR invariably aella Ins compositions to 
publishers outright, and is so prolific 
that he inakos a living from this work. 
He sells songs all the way from $5 to $25 
apiece, and writes as many as half a 
dozen a week. From some of his com- 
positions the publishers never p;et any 
return; from others the returns are very 
large. Mr. Henry P. Work, who diedin 
in 1885, and who was without any doubt 
the most successful among tho writers of 
modern p >pular songs, is the exception 
which proves the rule illustrated above. 


"Mr. "Work never sold a song to a 


music publisher for a fired sum," re- 
cently said Willis Woodward, who knew 
Mr. Work intimately. "He was a printer 
by trade, and when ho started in to write 
songs, as a pastime for leisure hours, ho 
determined that he would never publish 
his works save on royalty. The result 
was that lie died worth over $100,000, 
and his songs are still profitable to his 
heirs. 
'Babylon is • Fallen' and 'March- 


ing through Georgia' were among his 
earlier successes; 'Grandfather's Clock1 
among tho latest. 'Marching through 
Georgia1 is considered a "standard song, 
and sells to thu extent of 8,000 or 9,000 
yearly. I shall never forget tho first 
time I heard 'Grandfather's Clock.'

Curiosities of Cutting a Camoo. 


Tho way cameos are cut is this: Take 


this oval for instance; it has a fiat top 
and a flat bottom; the cameo-culter take 
this stono and with his saw cuts away 
tho white or light-colored top so as to 
leave a rough outline of a human head; 
this cutting may be done in two hours; 
then ho puts in two days with a rough 
tool, making a little closer approach to 
the fihapo of the head, and when he gets 
down to the fine tools, it requires about 
two weeks to finish tho portrait. The 
portrait is always in white, and for this 
purpose all the surrounding white is cut 
away.anil a polished colored background 
left. It is slow, tedious and careful 
work. Between now und Christmas I do 
not suppose we would bo able to fill more 
than eight or ton orders. 


This polished oval stono and tho cush- 


ion shapes arc cut into these designs at 
Idar-Oberstcm, where there are mills 
along tho little river on both sides as far 
as a man could walk in five hours, dur- 
ing which time ho would piiss a mill 
every ten minutes. The rough stone 
goes them from Brazil and is sold at 
auction. Sometimes a fortune is made 
in tho purchase of ono of these rough 
stones, and sometimes a fortune is lost, 
as the onyx, which is cut into pieces 
measuring from thirty to forty-five mil- 
limeters—one and one-quarter to about 
two inches—in length, sometimes turns 
out very badly. After tho stone-is cut it 
is polished by men and boys, who lie in 
hammocks on their stomachs before big 
wheels which revolve with wonderful 
velocity. 
The cheap cameos sold in 


rings, and which are "worth from $1 to 
$3 apiece, are cut in these mills by boys 
or men who have been trained to n'oth* 
ing else.—P. Schmidt in Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


The Production of Silhouette Portrait*, 


"Until Daguerre mado his discovery, 


tho wealthy had their miniature painted 
on ivory, but tho cheaper portraiture in- 
vented by Silhouette was vury common. 
Profile cuttors, as they were called, were 
found in all cities and large towns, while 
others went about tho country from 
houso to house, so tbat it was rare to 
find a sitting room in any decent house 
that did not boast of a framed silhouette, 
ono looking to the right and tho other to 
tho left. 


There were different ways of arriving 


at the samo result, but tho work was 
chiefly done by cutting the profile but of 
white paper, which was backed by a 
pieco of blaclc silk or black paper neatly 
mounted. 
To insure success it was 


necessary to have a steady hand and a 
correct eye; with these qualities one 
could cut a likeness in a few seconds. 
There was also several mechanical con- 
trivances for producing silhouettes, one of 
which Sam Weller doubtless had in his 
mind's eye when, in inditing his "valen- 
tine to Mary, he likened the growth of 
his love in its rapid operations to the 
"profeel machine," which "does finish a 
portrait and put tho frame and gloss on 
complete, with a hook at tho end to 
hang it up by, and all in two minutes 
and a quarter.—Boston. Budget.
